HOPE TO ELIMINATE 
DISPOSAL OF WASTE 
IN WATERS OF OHIO 


Dry

Complaints 


Columbus, July 15.—Spurred 
by the growth and insistence of 
complaints of stream pollution, 
officials of the state health de­ 
partment today are engaged in 
a vigorous campaign to eliminate 
the disposal of sewage and in­ 
dustrial wastes in Ohio streams. 
The 
frequency 
of protests 
against stream pollution is attri- j 
buted by department officials to 
the long, dry season, with re-, 
suiting minimum flow of streams 
—the lowest ever known, which1 
has intensified conditions caus-: 
ed by delivery of wastes to Ohio 
water courses. 
Dr. John E. Monger, state health 
director, accompanied by W. H. Ditto, 
chief engineer of the department, are 
now studying w aste reduction plants 
in eastern states, with the view of In­ 
corporating all known modern meth­ 
ods of prevention of stream pollution 
into the plans of Ohio to purify its 
water supply. Under new legislation 
recently become effective, the health 
department is given broad powers to 
regulate stream pollution, both from 
municipal sewage and industrial waste 
sources, James C. Bauman, assistant 
director of health explained today. |

ne said, t'aat the streams are the prop­ 
erty of the people and must not bs 
polluted. 
The department is now engaged in a 
statewide campalng to cut down pres-1 
ent sources of pollution and to check 
new sources. Thus far one of the big­ 
gest steps forward, it was said, was 
the elimination of the discharge of 
f phenol or crude carbolic acid, into the 
Cuyahoga river from steel plant coke 
manufacturers and the banding to- 1 
gether of coke producers in the Ohio 
river valley to end the discharge of 
phenol into the Ohio river and its j 
tributaries. 
Phenol, while not dis­ 
charged into the streams in quantity 
sufficient to cause danger to health, 
has the faculty, in, combination with 
chlorine, which Is used in most city 
water filtration plants, of Importing 
an offensive odor to drinking water ,1*, 
was explained, thus driving consum- j 
era to unregulated private sources of 
water supply with the consequent dan-, 
gers either of contamination or of re­ 
duction in use of drinking 
water, 
which Is held to be inimical to public 
health. 
Co-operation also has been effected 
with associations of beet sugar man- j 
ufaoturers in Toledo and vicinity and 
with paper manufacturers along the 
great Miami Valley, by which assur­ 
ance has been given that tho most 
effective 
methods 
will 
be 
devised 
through research of eliminating stream 
pollution. 
Canners throughout 
the 
state also are aiding in the campaign 
which will later he carried to the 
producers and distributors of milk and 
to milk and Ice cream manufacturers, j 
Steel manufacturers also are to be 
asked to end the disposal of acid 
w&stes Into the streams. 
The prob­ 
lem is being tackled by the depart­ 
ment as a state wide public health 
measure, a stream pollution survey, 
already having been made of 72 of 
the 88 counties in the state.

AMERICA INVITED TO 
JOIN GERMANY IN AIR 
TRIP TO NORTH POIE 


Propose Two Dirigibles Fly 
Together In Joint 
Expedition 


Berlin, July 15.—America to­ 
day was asked to join Germany 
in a dirigible expedition to the 
North Pole, each country to fly 
its own giant airship, hut with j 
the two keeping in constant, 
touch and assisting and supple­ 
menting each other. 
The invitation was extended by; 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, pilot in its j 
trans-Atlantic delivery of the 
naval dirigible Los Angeles. 
"X cannot imagine a greater guar­ 
antee of the success and safety of 
this epoch making Arctic exploration 
with airships than in your country 
and mine, joining hands in the same 
spirit of enthusiasm that marked the 
Lob Angeles trans-Atlantic flight on j 
the part of the two peoples on both | 
sides of the ocean," Dr. Eckener said 
in 
an Interview 
with 
International J 
News Service. 
“If each country starts building an 
Arctic Zeppelin in the immediate fu­ 
ture 
we 
can 
start 
together 
next, 
spring,” the famous dirigible designer 
and pilot continued. 
"Leaving simultaneously and meet 
ing in the Arctic, we eau proceed 
with comrade-like, mutual assistance. 
"I think the ultimate result will be 
the establishment of a regular air 
traffic from Spitzbergen via the north 
pole to Alaska and back. 
I visualize 
the summ er tourists of both hemis­ 
pheres in some future year, spending 
their vacations in taking cross Arc­ 
tic airship trips. 
I believe the expe­ 
dition would result also in invaluable 
study of the unexplored regions be­ 
tween Alaska and the pole. 
"No two countries 
are 
more 
emi­ 
nently fitted for this enterprise than 
the home of the Zeppelins and Amer­ 
ica which has shown such wonderful 
aptness 
in 
handling 
big 
dirigibles 
and which has already done so much 
in Arctic exploration.” 
Dr. Eckener said there should be 
tw*o bases for the joint expedition, 
one in Alaska, established by Amer­ 
ica and another in Spitzbergen, es­ 
tablished by Germany.

have radio stations, a IT needed sup­ 
plies and provisions for emergency 
landings. 
In answer to a question as to the 
size of the polar dirigibles, Dr. Eck­ 
ener sa id : 
"lf, as I believe, America will fill

NEW LAW PROVIDES 
BALANCED BUDGET 
SYSTEM FOR STATE 


The recently enacted Vorys law, pro­ 
viding for a balanced budget system 
for all taxing districts in counties and 
political subdivisions of the State, es­ 
tablishing a uniform fiscal year for 
the state and its political units and 
making certain administrative adjust­ 
ments by enacting new sections, is the 
subject of casual comment in city and 
county circles. 
The beginning of the fiscal year is 
changed from September I to ,January 
l» and is applicable to charter cities 
such as Xenia as well as other politi­ 
cal sub divisions and taxing districts. 
The fiscal year change in the law is 
effective in 1928 for the state and in 
1926 for the counties. 
The law provides that “all public 
bodies authorized by law to levy taxes 
shall adopt a budget for the next suc­ 
ceeding year on or before July 15 in 
each year: such budget, shall include 
detailed estimates of all balances that 
will be available at the beginning of 
the said fiscal year for the purposes 
of such year and all revenues to be 
received for the year, including all 
general and special taxes, fees, costs, 
percentages, penalties, allowances, per 
QUisites and all other types of revenue 
also estimates of ail expenditures or 
charges in or tor the purposes of such 
fiscal year to be paid or met from the 
said revenues and balances.”
